Much of the poultry sold to the con- 


suming public is in an unfinished con- 
dition. Fleshing or fattening 
puts 


weight onto the birds, improves the 
flavor, causes the muscles to become 
tender and the bones brittle. Theo- 
retically the fat is distributed be- 
tween the muscle fibers in a way sim- 
ilar to the marbling in roasts 
find 


steaks. 
In the roasting method of 


cooking poultry, the fat assists in 
shortening the time of cooking 
Thi« 


may be contrasted with the lenn bird 
which requires longer cooking and 
from \\hich the w;itor evaporates, leav- 
ing the bird in a dry and toufeii condi- 
tion. 


Most milk feeding of roasting chick- 


ens by the producer is done in the full 
when the weather Is cool and the birds 
can better stand confinement. The 
time just preceding Thanksgiving and 
Christmas is most desirable. 
Young 


birds weighing from 3% to 4% pounds 
are about the right weight for fall 
feeding. 
Broiler fleshing is done in 


the spring when the birds weigh about 
one-half pound less than the market 
demand, which is normally two pounds. 


Two common methods of feeding 


are pen and crate fattening. For farm 
purposes pen fattening will be satis- 
factory because tio special equipment 
is needed. 
The birds are confined to 


a limited coop area where they will 
get little or no exercise. The lack of 
exercise helps to make the bird ten- 
der. 


Purdue university has found the fol- 


lowing ration and method of feeding 
quite satisfactory:

TTVO pounds ground corn

One pound pround whole oats 
One pound flour middlings 
, 


Eight pounds liquid buttermilk. 


This is mtxec! at the feeding prior 


to the one it is to be fed. When fed, 
it should pour and be of a thick cream 
of pancake-batter consistency. 


The birds should receive no feed 


for 24 hours previous to their first 
milk feeding. 
This is done in order 


to free the intestines from feed and 
to get the birds hungrj. 
Thereafter 


they shorilfl lie fed in troughs tv> ice 
a da?*; early in the morning and late 
in the afternoon. From 10 to 14 dny« 
| is the usual length of time for feeil- 


j ing. For the first three or four days 


until they are "on feed," the feed 
should be in front of them for only 10 
minutes; for the next three or four 
days, 35 minutes, and for the last 
days, 20 minutes. 
The birds should 


be hungry at each feeding. 
If they 


are not hungry at each feeding, that 
feeding should be withheld. 


Only in very hot weather should 


anything other than the two regular 
feedings be given. At such a time the 
birds may have a very thin mixture of 
the ration 
given at noon.—L. H.

Vegetable Supplements 


Will Benefit Brood Sow 


Brood sows that are fed such bal- 


ancing feeds as tankage, milk, or fish- 
meal in rations thut contain corn, 
barley, and other eorabelt feeds, make 
better mothers and better Bucklers 
than if their rations are balanced with 
vegetable supplements, says John. M. 
Kvvard of the Iowa experiment sta- 
tion.

Bvvard has found that the addition of 
one-third to one-half pound of high 
protein tankage haa decreased per- 
ceptibly the corn or other baaal feed 
needing balance. 
Thia saving haa 


amounted to three-roimns or a pound 
to two pounds per sow per day. A 
mixture of tankage 75 parts, linseed 
oil meal 25 parts, or a combination of 
tankage 75 parts, alfalfa meal 25- 
parts, added to the baSal grain ration, 
has produced similar results.

2. The disciples' part was to dis- 


tribute that which He had blessed and 
consecrated. This is true of the mis- 
sionary today. 
,His part is to take 


from the hands of the Lord that which 
He has blessed and consecrated, and 
distribute it among the starving mul- 
titudes. 
We are not responsible for 


the supply; but we are responsible for 
Its distribution to all those who are 
hungering and perishing for the bread 
of life. 


8. The people's part was to sit down 


and eat. They had no part in the pro- 
vision, neither its distribution; but 
only to take from the hands of the 
disciples and eat. This is an illustra- 
tion of the part obedience plays In our 
salvation. 
"When all bad eaten to 


the full, much was left," illustrating 
the superabundance of Christ's salva- 
tion. 


IV. The Effect (v. 14). 
The people recognized Him at once 


as the Prophet who should come. 
They believed Him for His works' 
sake.
